The Abfurdity of the French not taking our Manufattures, farther Expofed. 


Our daily Exports to France contraditt it. 


If they take our Goods now, 1s it likely they fhould refufe them when the Duties are taken off ? 


The Trade to Marfeilles meution’da again. 


The Argument of its being a ‘free Port, of no ufe in this Matter at all. - bod 
Holland more a free Port than Marfeilles, yee we call the Goods we fend thither the Dutch Trade. 
If what the Oppofers have faid is true, all the Goods we fend to Marfeilles are confumed in France. 





NE would think that weak and foolifh Pre- 
tence againft the Trade to France mention- 
ed in the lat MERCATOR, viz. that 
the French will not take any of our Goods, 
fhould make all thinking Men fmile at the 

Ignorance, or wonder at the Impudence of thofe People 


that offer to mention it, efpecially to publith it to the 
World. 


The French take now at this very time a great Quan- 
tity of our Woollen ManufaStures directly from hen-e, a 
great many more at fecond Hand from the Dutch, and 
alfoa great many from ieghorn, and all this notwith- 
ftanding the high Duties in France, which are, as has 
been noted, at leaft 60 or 70 per Cent. and yet the 
French wil] take none of thefe Goods of us, when they 
are to be Imported at 10 per Cent. Duty, they will have 
them with great Loads of Taxes upon them, and they 
will not have them when thofe Taxes are taken off. 


This is the Logick of the Oppofers of the French 
Trade, This is the Juflice the pretended Prefervers 
of our Commerce do the Nation; what Srock thefe 
Men muft have in the Face is very plain, it may with 
great Modefly be faid, the like Infolence has not been 
offer’d to any Nation in print for many Years; and if 
Juftice took place among us, it would nct be offer’d now : 
But when the Lenity of the Government forbears Men 
too long, this is the Effeét, that firch a Government 
will always be fo treated. -This may alfo with unde- 
niable Truth be faid,-That thefe Men would not bear 
fuch Treatrhent if they were in Power, neither ever did 
they when they were. 


Let any confidering Britain that regards Truth and the 
good of his Country, enquire into this Matter. The 
French will not take off oar Manwfatlures as thefe Men 
fay. and yet the French Merchants and Manwfuturers 
have been in the greateft Confternation imaginable, for 
fear the Englith Manufactures fhould be admitted, and 
the Tariff of 1664 reftor'd. 


To fay the French will not take our Goods off when 
they are Cheap, and yet we fee daily large Quantities 
fent to France now they are Dear. This is the meoft 
monftrous Thing that ever was heard of. No wonder 
thefe Men have the Face to deny thar Cheapnefs caufes 
Confumption. No wonder they can deny that Dear- 
nefs leflens Confumption. Indeed after this they may 
deny any thing, as we fee they do cvery Day. 


The MERCATOR has in many Papers given 
brief Accounts of the great Quantity of our Manufa- 
Stures, Native Produce, and Plantation Produce, which 
ts all one, that are daily Exported to France, under all 
the prefent DifCouragements of Trade, and under Du- 
ties that inany Nation in the World, but where they 
were in the ucmoft Difirefs for Manufaftures, would be 
a Prohibition, and yet thefe People have the Face to tell 
us the French will not take cur Manutactures: Again 
they tell us, that they have enough of their own, and 
make them as good as ours, and yet they can never fhew 
us a French-man of what Quality foever that comes 
over from France with a good. Coat on his Back. 


Surely the Faces of thefe People are harden’d againft 
all manner of Argument, and even Demonftration can- 
not affect them: But do they think to make a whole 
Nation as blind as they are bold; it the French have 
any of thefe Rarities of Manufaétures, it is certain it is 
by the help of our Wooll, and the Quantities is fo fmall 
that we never fee it here, and we fee all the French 
Gentlemen come over hither with worfe Cloth on their 
sacks than their Footmen go home again with, and not 
a French-man comes hither in feven Year, but he makes 
new Cloths to go home with, if he has Moncey to 
for chem, ard fometimes whether he has Moncy or Me 


On the other hand, our Gentlemen that go abroad, 
cither to France, or any where elfe, they go out new 
Cloth'd, and come home like Gibeonites with their old 
Cloths, and even Rags ; for what thould they make new 
Cloths abroad for, where they can get no Cloth that is 
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(e ; to wear, unlefs they buy Englifh Cloth at a Price 
seggmpuble almoft to what they can get at home. 
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' Isthis the Nation to whom_it is to no urpofe to 
fend our Manufaétures, i whios og ‘thé Trade, 
will not take them $_fay} Ho if 4 ecwite he give a 
Bounty on them, would not take them ? 


Let us confider next, the Quantity of Goods the 
French really do take from us at this time, notwithftand- 
ing the Impofitions that are upon them in France, which, 
as was {aid in a former MER C ATOR, amounts to 
neat "7o 1, per Cent. and let us judge from thence what 
would be, if the Trade was open, and the Tariff of 
1664 was to take place, as by the Treaty ; for this is 
the End of making the Comparifon. 


What Goods are mentioned in the MERC ATOR 
as Exported to France, are only fuch as are fent from 
the Port of London, and openly mentioned to be fo Ex- 
ported. What are concealed under the Word the 
Streights, or fent to France from Holland, Italy and 
other Parts are not mentioned, and fhall be confidered 
by itfelf. Whatall the othcr Ports of Britain have Ex- 
ported, no Notice has been taken of. If fuch Quantities 
of Goods are daily .thipped from London to France, 
what then ate fent from al] other Parts ? And what more 
would be, if as above, the Trade was opened, and the 
high Duties reduced, as by the Treaty ¢ 


What weak, what pitiful Anfwers do thefe Men give 
tothefe Things! They would be afhamed to talk to fo 
little purpofe in other Cafes. When the MERCATOR 

gave them an Account of feveral Ships loaden in the 
~ River of Thames, which altho’ they Entred at the Cu- 
ftom-houfe as to the Streights, yet were actually loaden 
for Marfeilles, and loaden with vaft Quantities of Eng- 
lifh Manufa@tures, what had they to fay ? The Fact they 
could not deny, tor the Captains of the Ships own’d 
themfelves bound to Marfeilles: Why truly then Mar- 
feilles was a free Port, and therefore was not to be reck- 
oned into our Account of France, as if Marfeilles was 
not in France becaufa. it was a free Port, and as if 
fince our Goods were Kirf fent thither, it was not 
as likely they were fent again from thence to other 
parts of France, as to Italy, or Turkey, or any Ports 
of the Levant, where our own Ships could come as 
well as theirs. What ridiculous way of Difputing have 
thefe Men taken up ? 


Marfeilles is a free Port, they fay, and therefore the 
Goods fent from hence to Marfeilles are not fent to 
France, and yet Marfeilles in France. 


But to take this their own fhuffling way; thefe Goods 
are not to be reckoned as part of our Exportation to 
France, becaufe they may Export them to other Places, 
and Marfeilles is only tke a Warehoufe tor all the 
World. Very well! Then we have no Irade to Hol- 
land, for Holland is but as it were a free Port to all the 





World, and Nine parts of Ten of all the Goods fein 
to Holland from England, are fent abroad from then-< 
to other parts of the World, and many of them to 
France itfelf. But fuch Contradictions as thefe are 
nothing with our Oppofers, who are as bold at puttiis 


+ Abfurdities upon the World as they are at aiferting 


Falfhoods. 


Marfeilles then being in France, as is apparent by the 
Map of the Country, and as no Man in his Senfes ¢an 
deny, the MERC ATOR ftill affirms, thar all the 
Woollen Manufactures fhipp’d to Marfeilles are to be 
efleem’d an Export of Woollen Manufa@ures to 
Frariée, and a part of our Trade to Fiance: What the 
French do with them when they come there, is nothing 
to us; but the MERCATOR fhall prove from 
thefe Peoples own Arguments in the next Paper, thar 
it is not to be imagined that the French carry any 
of the Englifh Manufa@ures that come there to any 
other foreign Port, but that either they ufe them atc 
home, or they are not fent ; the’ laft cannot be true, 
and therefore the firft muft. 


In the mean time, it is obfervable no lefs than Thir- 
teen Ships from the Port of London have gone to Mar- 
feilles in France, fince the Jaft time the MERCATOR 
took notice of that part, and many Thoufand Pounds 
in the Woollen Manufacture of England, has been 
confign’d to Marfeilles in thofe Ships, tho’ not Entred 
publickly, as may alfo be feen by the Endorfement of 
the Cockets in the Office; more of which fhall be men- 
tioned in the next MFRCATOR, In the mean 
time it may be of fome ufe, to fee what a continued 
Export we have from the Port of London to France, 
and a great deal of it by Merchants thac Talk as loudly 
againft it as any Body.
